Lineoln Boys Fight 


Son of Famous American Author Taken Prisoner 
by Franco as Retirement of International 
Brigade from Spain Is Prepared

BARCELONA, Sept. 28.—James Phillips Lardner, 24- 
year-old son of the late Ring Lardner and member of the 
Lincoln-Washington Battalion, today is a prisoner of Franco. 

His comrades in the battalion reported that he was)... 
wounded and captured by the fascists just after midnight 


on Thursday, Sept. 22, while 


leading a special patrol in no 


man’s land. The action in which Lardner was lost was the 


very last in which the Americans or 
any Internationals will ever par- 
ticipate in this war. 

I saw Jim Lardner at 10 P.M. 
last Thursday, less than three hours 
before he was reported missing. He 
was with a group of men of the 
4th Company of the Lincoln-Wash- 
ington Battalion, waiting to move 
up to the front lines, and he turned 
over his personal papers to me, say- 
ing, “Hold on to that until I see 
you again.” 

The story of his wounding and 
capture was told by one of the two 
men who accompanied him on his 
midnight patrol. Shortly after 
reaching his battalion, Lardner was 
chosen to lead a special patrol of 
three men, with Instructions to con- 
tact a platoon of twenty Americans 
and Spaniards on the battalion's 
right flank. 


GOES OUT ALONE 


The twenty men had been sent 
out to occupy a low hill to the right 
and slightly ahead of the main line 
and had not reported to battalion 
headquarters for two hours. Two 
other patrols sent to reach them 
had returned, reporting failure. 

It was then that Lardner was 
chosen to find the missing platoon. 
With him were a young Spanish 
soldier and Anthony Nowakosky, 
American. Within an hour Nowa- 
kosky returned alone. He said they 
had gone out to the designated spot 
and finding no trace of the missing 
platoon had continued on several 
hundred feet. Proceeding silently 
and cautiously in the dark, they 
finally came across what Nowakos- 
ky believes was an enemy listening 
post, but which later investigation 
reveals may have been the fascists’ 
main lines. 

Lardner stopped his companions, 
Nowakosky reported, and told them, 
“You stay here while I go ahead 
and find out who it is.” That was 
the last seen of him. A few min- 
utes after he left, Nowakosky said, 
some shouts were heard, then a 


flurry of rifle shots and grt inde ex- 


plosions. 
CAPTURE VERIFIED 


Both Nowakowsky and his Span- 
ish comrade rushed forward to 
the aid of their patrol leader, but 
when the young Spaniard was hit 
by a bullet, Nowakowsky, left alone, 
made his way back to the battalion. 

I first heard of Lardner's capture 
midday on Friday, the day after I 
had last seen him, when a messen- 
ger from the battalion reported the 
loss at the Fifteenth Brigade head- 
quarters, Later the story was veri- 
fied by three other Lincoln men, 
Harold Smith, George Cady and 
John Hoshooley. 

The men are more than normal- 
ly worried about Lardner, not only 
because they had become close 
friends during the four months Jim

This whole campaign is not only intended 
to discredit the Alliance and smash relief. 


It is to render the Alliance powerless to con- 


tinue its leading progressive role in the cru- 
cial election days ahead. It is to weaken all 
labor and democratic forces and, above all, 
the New Deal—by November. 

Screening its own un-American reaction, 
the New York Herald Tribune attacked the 
Workers Alliance convention as being against 
“American traditions,” implying that sup- 
port of the New Deal from the Alliance also 
made the New Deal un-American.

The King’s Flunkies of 1776 
Were as Bitter as 
Flunkies of Capital Are Now 


U find these pretended enemies of oppression the 
most unrelenting oppressors,” lamented the rector of 


Trinity Church in New York, in speaking of the revolu- 
-tionists. 


The editor of a popular New York newspaper called 
the revolutionists “an infernal, dark-designing group of 
men... wretched banditti ... the dregs of mankind.” 


The year was something like 1776. It was not the 
Communists who were being attacked in such phrases, of 
course, but the revolutionary fathers of the American 
republic. The Tories of that day began a tradition of abuse of revo- 
lutionists that has continued to our own day, and for much the same 
reasons. 


tradition, it is really this Tory tradition that they carry on. 

Many of them had their property confiscated for it by the indig- 
nant patriots, some were tarred and feathered, and others were “ex- 
ported,” as the slang of the period had it. 

But the flunkeys of the King were as bitter as the flunkeys of 
capitalism are today. If any of Hearst's vena) editorial writers are 
stuck for a few quotations from American history to use against Com- 
munism, I am glad to offer them the following from the writings of 
their renegade ancestors. 

For example, here is an extract from a sermon by the eloquent 
Tory divine, Jonathan Boucher: 

“Of all the theories respecting the origin of government,” he wrote, 
“with which the world has been either puzzled, amused or instructed, 
that of the Scriptures alone is accompanied by no insuperable difi- 
culties, 

“ft was not to be expected from an all-wise and all-merciful Cre- 
ator, that having formed creatures capable of order and rule, he should 
turn them loose under the guidance only of their own unruly wills.” 


No, God had put kings and superior persons into the world to 
govern it, said the eminent pastor. Revolution against kings and ty- 
rants was a revolt against God. It was, furthermore, an attack on 
property and respectability. The Revolution, said the Tories, had been 
stirred up by a few crafty men who had played upon the passions and 
ignorance of “the mob.” A handful of conspirators had prepared 
strong drink “to cheat the crowd and fascinate mankind,” as one Tory 
poet phrased it. 

“Old Catiline, and Cromwell, too 
Jack Cade and his seditious crew 
Hail brother-rebdel at first view 

And hope to meet the Congress,” 


sang another Hearstian bard of 1776, in a ballad lampooning the pa- 
triots who framed and adopted the Declaration of Independence. 

The great Thomas Paine was called “a hireling author...” (one 
of Max Eastman’s artists in uniform?), and “a true son of Grub 
Street“ 

The rank and file of the revolution, the American farmers and 
mechanics who had taken up their ri for freedom, were called “half 
savages,” from the “back-woods.” The patriot camp was filled with 
“priests, tailors and cobblers ... and sailors insects vile that emerge 
to ght. rats that nestle in the lion’s den.” 


Their inspiration was said to be... “treason. . . ambition 
„ » fraud . . . bundles of lies . . . riot cruelty ... cunning 
malice... persecution . . . and superstition. .. .” 


Who fight for Congress, or in Congress speak.” 


Yes, it sounds overmuch like Hearst. Even the great Washington 
was not above the yellow hatred of the Tory pamphieteers. 

Washington was “at the head of ragged ranks. Hunger and itch 
are with him. . . and all the lice of Egypt in his train. . . . Great 
captains of the Goths and Huns.” The 

And the Tory Jonathan Odell wrote of Washington, in words that 
sound like a yéllow Will Durant or Don Levine speaking of Stalin: 


“Thou hast supported an atrocious cause 

Against thy kind, the country and the laws; 

* Committed perjury, encouraged lies, 

Forced conscience, broke the most sacred ties. 

Myriads of wives and fathers at thy hand 

Their slaughtered husband, slaughtered sons demand, 

That pastures hear no more the lowing kine, 
[Meaning kulak pastures, of course.) 

That towns are desolate, all—all is thine.” 

The Hearsts “ our time falsify American history. Would Hearst 
dare to print the writings of Jefferson, in whose name he professes 
to speak? 

Would he print the writings of Tom Paine, chief firebrand and 
pamphleteer of the Revolution? 

But he plucks lines out of such writings, and distorts them so that 
he can use them as weapons against the sons of Jefferson and Paine 
today. 

The fascists everywhere are the most infamous demagogues in all 
history, men without principles or a trace of human honor. Their theft 
of the people’s tradition in each land must be fought by us; we must 
learn the true history of our land, and teach it to others.
